FORD TO BUILD NEW ASSEMBLY 
PLANT IN MEXICO CITY 


It Will Have Capacity of 100 Cars 
Daily; Minimum Wage About 
$4. 

By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 17. — The 
Ford Motor Co. announces that 
work will begin in December or 
January on a Mexico City assem- 
ply plant capable of turning out 
100 cars daily. The project will 
involve an investment of more than 
$1,000,000. The cars will be sold 
henceforth for silver pesos as a 
means to strengthen the exchange 
of silver against gold, and all ma- 


terials purchased in Mexico will 
be paid for in silver. 
The minimum wage _ will be 


raised to 8 pesos, or a little less 
than $4 a day. It was stated that 
all material used in construction 
of the plant would be Mexican, and 
only Mexican labor would be em- 
ployed. 

The present plant has a capac- 


ity of 30 cars daily.

Increase, However, When Compared 
With September; Gains in Gold 
on World Exchanges.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Octo- 
ber foreign trade of the United 
States increased as compared with 
September, but was markedly less 


Department of Commerce fig- 
ures today placed total October ex- 
ports at $328,000,000, which com- 
pared with $528,514,000 a year ago. 
Imports were $2458,000,000, against 
$391,063,000 last year. The total 
of October exports and imports was 
considerably less than in any au- 
tumn for nearly a decade.

find its proper sphere. 

Brainer? pointed out the St. Louis 
hearing and the others scheduled 
in the national survey will form the 
basis for the commission's recom- 
mendations for legislation to bring 
the Interstate Commerce Act up to 
date, recognizing the part motor 
transportation occupies in Our na- 
tional transportation system. 

Faults in Existing Law. 

Faults in the existing law, he 
said, include: No adequate provi- 
sion for the publication of tariffs; 
for the establishment of joint rates; 
through routes; or accounting 
methods applicable to co-ordinated 
service of rail and motor bus. 

“We hope to secure in record 
form the pertinent facts upon which 
the commission may base its con- 
clusions as to what steps are neces- 
sary as a le.al basis for the more 
effectual co-ordination of these 
two transportation services,’’ Brain- 
erd said. 

Facts sought by the commission, 
he explained, include; The eco- 
nomic problems involved; obstacles, 
including legislative, in the way 
of co-ordination; results of ex- 
periments of co-ordination; con- 
structive suggestions based upon 
experienced judgment from those 
interested primarily in motor ve- 
hicle operations. 

Taking of testimony began after 
the commissioner detailed the ob- 
jectives of the investigation and_ 
the method of conducting the hear- 
ing. Representatives of railroads) 
and bus companies began the pre- 
sentation of data based on the 
transportation situation as it ex- 
ists today and on such future de- 
velopments as their individual in- 
vestigations lead them to antici- 
pate,

Chairman, Legge Declares 
Step Is Necessary to Pre- 
vent ‘“‘Unwarranted De- 
clines.”’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Chair- 
man Legge of the Farm Board said 
today the Grain Stabilization Cor- 
poration was buying wheat both in 
the cash and future markets in its 
stabilization operations. 

The operations of the stabiliza- 
tion corporations extend to practi- 
cally all the markets. Purchases 
are being made at the _ current 
price. 

“There is no peg price 
picture at all,’”’ Legge said. 

Asked if the corporation had 
bought as much as 10,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat in its stabilization cf- 
forts so far, the chairman replied, 
“Think so.” 

He said the corporation was not 
trying to increase the price of 
wheat, but to prevent unwarranted 
price decline. 

“For Some Little Time.” 
Regarding the length of time the 
corporation has engaged in stabil- 
ization operations on the 1930 crop, 
Legge said it had been buying “a 
little wheat in the soft spots for 
some little time.” Without looking 
up the records, he could give no 
exact information. 

Legge said the United States had 
been out of the export wheat mar- 
ket for more than a month and 
probably would be for many more. 
Europe is able to Duy the wheat 
of competing countries at a lower 
price than at which United States is 
willing to sell. He said the decline 
in United States exports did not in- 
dicate that this country’s wheat 
supply was down to a domestic con- 
sumption basis, however. 

“We saill have plenty of wheat,” 
he said, “and don’t forget that.” 
George S. Milnor, wheat member 
of the board, said the Winnipeg 
wheat price since Saturday had ad- 
vanced 3 cents a bushel, incluenced 
no doubt by the stubilization buying 
here. 

He pointed out that wheat prices 
in Canada have been 12 to 15 cents 
a bushel below United States prices 
this season, whereas they were 
equally that much higher last year, 
adding: 

“That should give critics of the 
Grain Stabilizing Corporation some- 
thing to think about.”

Milnor said there was no attempt

“Some of my terrible prejudices 
about the theater,” as Michael 
Strange (Mrs. Harrison Tweed) 
put it, kept a capacity audience at 
her lecture today in the Junior

“The authors,” she declared, 
“seem to be out of touch with good 
gin or sun or air or anything that 
the rest of us are in touch with.” 
Their mental state, she declared, 
was that of one coming home from 
a bad night, staring at his face in 
the mirror, finding littel face to 
stare at, and setting himself to 
convince everyone else that nobody 

had more. 

“These fellows have a great tal- 
ent to report, to analyze and pick 
to pieces and dissect on a grand 
scale—a horribly grand scale—a 
nobody. But they lack the genius 
to create for us, on a grand scale, 
a somebody.” 

She dwelt on the Greek and Eliz- 
abethan dramatists who wrote, not 
about the sickly urges of dull peo- 
ple that characterize a lamentably 
numerous class of modern plays, 
but about “passions—that all of us 
have carried in our lives or dreams 
—in the most astonishing people 
they could conjure up.” The people 
of 1930 still “listen to Hamlet talk- 
ing to himself,” she said, because 
“Hamiet’”’ was written “by a man 
who had felt life first in his circu- 
lation and then in his brain.” 

It must be said for the movies 
that they do try the epic and mag- 
ical and romantic,.”’ she remarked. 
“But it would be an awful thing if 
they were to supplant the stage. It 
will never happen unless we all go 
mad together—which, I often think, 
we may.” 

A Thrust at the Producers. 

“These men with long cigars in 
New York, who know what the 
people want,” she remarked, “‘know 
it so well that nine out of 10 times 
in the last three years they’ve been 
on the wrong horse. Those are the 
figures.”’ 

She cited Eva Le Gallienne’s suc- 
cess in producing the finest plays 
at popular prices in her New York 
reportory theater “and making hits 
of them.” She ¢id not find it 
wholly extraordinary, since, “‘I be- 
lieve profoundly in the public. I 
think the mechanics of making 
money in the theater has stood be- 
tween the artist and the public.” 

In conclusion the speaker read a 
few of her poems, including those 
on Beethoven's Fifth Symphony and 
to her three children. She was for- 
merly Mrs. John Barrymore.

The funeral of Dr. Waldo Briggs, 
will be 
held tomorrow morning at the 
home of his brother, Samuel §&. 
Briggs, in Nashville, Tenn. Dr. 
Briggs, who was 74 years old, died 
yesterday at his home, 6639 Uni- 
versity drive, of diabetes. 

Dr. Briggs was a son of Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Briggs of the medical fac- 
ulty of Vanderbilt University, 
Nashville, who was a former presi- 
dent of the American Medical As- 
He was licensed to prac- 
tice medicine in Missouri in 1884, 
and was the inventor of several in- 
struments and appliances used in 
medicine and surgery. He was for 
several years professor of surgery 
in Beaumont Medical College. 


He became owner and dean of 
the St. Louis College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, at Jefferson avenue 
and Gamble street, in the period 
when several medical colleges were 
in competition in the local field. 
The administrative policies of the 
school were under attack at various 
times, and in 1923-25 the institu- 
tion was involved in charges of is- 
suing diplomas to unqualified per- 
sons, some of whom had used false 
credentials for their preliminary 
qualifications. 

The State Board of Health heard 
the charges of irregular practices, 
and Dr. Briggs’ defense, which was 
that the improper acts were those 
of his subordinates, committed 
without his approval or knowledge.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER

Selection-of a jury began in Cir- 
cuit Judge Brackman’s court at 
Clayton today for the trial of 
James McGauley, charged with 
first-degree murder of Toddie V. 
Phelps, cashier of the Overland 
State Bank. who was shot in the 
back.in a holdup of the bank, Jan. 
18, 1929. 

Prosecuting Attorney Castien, 
associated with Jacob M. Lashly 
as special prosecutor, announced 
the death penalty would be sought. 
It was expected that Lawrence G. 
Ahrens, who signed a statement 
last summer naming McGauley as 
the slayer, will be the principal 
State’s witness. 


McGauley, 31 years old, appeared 
in court in « neat dark suit with a 
brown necktie, tan shirt and tan 
shoes. Stockily-built, and with a 
ruddy complexion, he wore his 
black hair smoothly parted and a 
moustache closely cropped. Sitting 
behind his attorney, Paul 8. Rich- 
ards, he seemed alertly interested 
in the examination of veniremen. 
His wife sat among the spectators. 

Several prospective jurors who 
expressed conscientious scruples 
against capital punishment were 
challenged by the State. It was not 
expected that testimony would be- 
gin until tomorrow. 

McGauley was indicted last Jan- 
uary for murder and robbery with 
Ahrens, William O’Hara and Law- 
rence McBride. Sylvester Baldwin, 
gangster and resort proprietor, had 
been tried for the murder by a jury 
which could not agree, and subse- 
quently was freed. 

After Baldwin was freed, Ahrens 
repudiated his confession, but after 
the indictments were returned, re- 
versed himself again and pleaded 
gufity of robbery. Sentence has 
been deferred pending the trial of 
McGauley, who was brought from 
the Michigan State Prison at Jack- 
son, where he was serving a life 
sentence for robbery while armed, 

Ahrens’ confession, according to 
police, is supported by the evi- 
dence of a finger print on an emp- 
ty whisky bottle found in the auto- 
mobile used by the robbers. This 
print, police say, corresponds with 
ons taken of McGauley, showing 
thé middle finger of his right 
hand, and was unlike any of Bald- 
win’s print Ahrens had said Mc- 
from the bottle as 
the car appfoached the Overland 
Bank. 

McGauley, who has ‘fnsisted he 
was at St. James, Mo., the day of 
the robbery, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today he had always led a 
life of crime but denied he had 
ever killed anyone.

FEDERAL CONTROL 
OF UTILITIES’ RATES 
AT ISSUE IN SUI 


Pennsylvania Firm’s Action 
to Escape Audit by Power 
Commission to Be Argued 
at Washington Today. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-206 Kellogg Bldg. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Gov- 


ernor-elect Gifford Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania, in a comprehensive 
statement, has served notice on the 
rrivately owned electric utilities 
companies that he feels it his duty 


to fight against inflated valuation 
of utilities securities and the subse- 
quent high electrical rates. 

The statement was issued in 
reference to the Clarion River Pow- 
er Co.’s injunction suit against the 
Federal Power -Commission, by 
which the power company is seek- 
ing to escape an audit of its books 
by the commission. Should the 
company win its suit, the commis- 
sion would lose virtually all au- 
thority to supervise the hydro-eléc- 
tric projects licensed under the 
1920 Water Power Act. 

Although the case is the most 
important to confront the com- 
mission, Chairman Wilbur told the 
Post-Dispatch as late as two weeks 
ago that all he knew about the suit 
was what he had read in the news- 
papers. 

Pinchot has been a student of 
conservation and public utilities for 
many years. He characterized the 
Clarion River case as a ‘‘matter of 
great importance.” 

Question of Inflated Valuation. 

“The question involved,” he said, 
“is whether the people shall pay 
electrical rates reasonable enough 
to yield a fair return on the actual 
investment of an electric company 
or high enough to pay a return on 
inflated valuation. 

“The decision to be ref&ched is 
whether the actual original legiti- 
mate investment of an electric wa- 
ter power company shall be ac- 
cepted as the base upon which the 
rates to be paid by consumers will 
be calculated, or whether the com- 
pany’s own padded statement shall 
be accepted on its face. 

“The company concerned is the 
Clarion River Power Co., whose 
plant is on the Clarion River in 
Pennsylvania. The rate bases in 
question are the company’s state- 
ment of $11,033,000 and the find- 
ing of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion, which is $4,645,000, or less 
than half. 

“The Clarion River Pewer Co. is 
owned by the Associated Gas and 
Electric Co., which furnishes elec- 
tric service over one-third of Penn- 
sylvania and in many other states. 
Importance of Ruling. 
“The case at issue will be argued 
in Washington before the Supreme 
Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. If the decision of the 
Court should be adverse to the 
rate payers of Pennsylvania, and | 
should later be sustained by the | 


Supreme Court of the United) 
States, the cost to Pennsylvania 
would be serious. For it would 


mean, first in the case of the 
Clarion River Power Co. and later | 
for other companies, that the con- 
sumers of current would pay at 
least double to the owners of the 
company what they could be re- 
quired to pay if the finding of the 
Federal Power Commission is sus- 
tained. 

“The Clarion River Power Co. 
contends that the Federal Power 
Commission has no right to @xam- 
ine the company’s statement as to 
what was the original legitimate in- 
vestment or to correct the com- 
pany’s figures if shown to be 
wrong. If this contention were 
finally to be sustained, any power 
company in the United States, in- 
cluding Conowingo and Wallen- 
paupack, could choose for itself the 
amount of investment upon which 
it would require consumers of elec- 
tricity to pay dividends. In that 
event there might be no authority,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17,—At 
least 3,400,000 persons “able to 
work and seeking employment” are 
estimated by the Commerce Depart- 
ment to have been jobless in Sep- 
tember. 

The total, which was said to be 
“the probable minimum,” ircludes 
the unemployed without jobs and 
those with jobs who had been laid 
off but does not include persons 
working less than the norma! work- 
day or work-week. 

“It should 
this figure is only an estimate,” 
the Commerce Department said. “It 
is based on the approximate num- 
ber of 2,500,000 persons who were 
reported as without jobs by the un- 
employment census of last April.

A Government witness, in the 
hearing of 47 East Side livestock 
dealers charged with boycotting, 
was made by the defense today to 
tell how the proceeding originated. 


was transferred from the East St. 
Louis Federal building to Ainad 
Temple, because the Federal build- 
ing was overcrowded with boot- 
leggers and others attending Fed- 
eral Court. 

Wallace Potts, East St. Louis 


manager of the National Order 
Buying Co., who began his testi- 
mony Friday, was cross-examined 
today by W. M. Borders Jr., for 
the defense. 

In reply to questions, Potts relat- 
ed that last Sept. 26 the St. Louis 
Livestock Exchange filed a com- 
plaint against the National Order 
Buying Co, and the St. Louis Pro- 
aucers Livestock Commission Co., 
with the Secretary of Agriculture. 
Within a week after this, about 
Oct. 1, the witness said, the offi- 
cers of the two companies com- 
plained against met at the Robert 
E. Lee Hotel in St. Louis with Cc. 
EK. Miles of the Department of 
Agriculture legal staff, arid decided 
on the present prosecution. Miles 
is acting as Government represen- 
tztive in the hearing. 

At the hotel conference, Wotts 
said, Miles instructed the officers 
of the two companies to make a 
record of any refusal of the old- 
line companies to deal with them. 
He told them also how to prepare 
} evidence for presentation in such 
a hearing as that now being held. 

Attorney Borders tried to show, 
in cross-examining Potts, that he 
abandoned his 
business and went into the employ 
of the National Order Buying Co. 
at a lower salary than he had been 
making, because it was understood 
that the St. Louis Producers’ 
Livesteck Commission Co. and its 
affiliated concern, the National 
Order Buying Co., were going to 
obtain a monopoly of the business 
in the East Side market. These 
concerns, the defense charges, are 
the “pets’”’ of the Department of 
Agriculture, which, they charge, is 
trying to put the old-line concerns 
out of business and give a monop- 
oly to favored co-operatives. 

Potts would not make the full 
line of admissions desired by Bor- 
ders. He said his present salary, 
$10,000 a year, was less than he 
'had been making as a member of 
ithe firm of Potts, Walker & Wat- 

kins, but that the difference was 
| not more than $1000, as his share 
of the firm’s profits in its last year 
had been about $11,000. 

His former partners, Murray 
Watkins and Russell Walker, who 
went to the National Order Buying 
Co. for salaries smaller than that 
of Potts, and who have gone back 
into business for themselves, will 
be called, in the hope that they 
will go farther in their testimony 
than Potts did.

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PILOT HAIZLIP HURT 
SLIGHTLY IN CRASH

$18,000 Plane in Which He 
|} Recently Won Chicago 
Race Is Demolished. 


James Haizlip, pilot for the 
Shell Oil Co., suffered a broken 
nose and cuts of the face yester- 
day afternoon when the engine of 
his speed plane failed as he was 
taking off at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field and crashed into a drainage 
ditch. The ship, a low-wing mono- 
plane costing $18,000, and having 
a top speed of 236 miles an hour, 
was demolished. 

Haizlip was taking off at 1:45 
o'clock and had gained an altitude 
of 400 feet over the southwest sec- 
tion of the airport when the en- 
gine stopped. Rather than risk 
turning back toward the field, usu- 
ally a fatal maneuver with a fast 


ship and a dead engine, Haizlip 
slipped the plane toward the 
ground. The shrip struck om a 


wing and bounded into the ditch. 

As the crowd of several hundred 
spectators ran toward the scene, 
Haizlip, bleeding from the nose 
and cuts of the face, crawled from 
the wreckage and walked unassist- 
ed to an automobile. He was taken 
to Barnes Hospital, where an X-ray 
examination disclosed the fracture. 

At the hospital today Haizlip at- 
tributed the accident to a stoppage 
in the gasoline line. The plane is 
the same in which he won a speed 
contest at the recent national air 
races at Chicago. 

Haizlip. who is the husband of 
Mae Haizlip, noted flyer, expects 
to leave the hospital today for his 
home, 4651 Moraine avenue. He 
was taking off to fly to Parks Air- 
port, on the East Side, to partici- 
pate in an air show for the benefit 
of the East St. Louis Community 
Fund. <A large crowd witnessed | 
the exhibition and received the} 
‘news of Haizlip’s accident. The

‘races and two parachute jumps by

A brilliant array of lawyers 
promises to make the trial eclipse 
ithe recent process at Brusscis 
against the young Italian De Rosa, 
who fired at the Italian Crown 
Prince Humbert when he went to 
the Belgian capital to visit Princess 
Marie Jose, now his wife, or the

|Moro Giaferri, noted Corsican bar- 
tister, the highest-priced lawyer in 
France, is contributing his services 
free, while former Italian Foreign

Brabant, Bassanesi brought his 
plane from Le Bourget airdrome, in 
the outskirts of Paris, to Geneva 
and thence to Bellinzona. Later he 
loaded his craft with leaflets at Lo- 
drino, near the frontier. He flew 
aver Milan with a companion and 
then back to Lodrino, where his 
colleague disappeared. The identity 
of the latter has never been defi- 
nitely determined. It was after 
taking off from Lodrino for France 
that Bassanesi ran into the storm 
that forced him down.

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LINDBERG ORDERS NEW WING 


LARGER MOTOR FOR HIS PLANE 
Improvements Expected 


LOS ANGELES, Cal. Nov. 17.— 
Carl Squier, general manager of 
the Lockheed Aircraft Co. here, 
said today Col. Charies A.. Lind- 
bergh would come to Los Angeles 
soon to have his low-wing mono- 
plane fitted with a new type of 
wing, a larger motor and a disap- 
pearing landing gear. 

The improvement, Squier said, 
will increase the speed of Lind- 
bergh’s plane about 50 mifes an 
hour, making its top speed 225 
miles an hour. 

Squier said he spoke to. Lind- 
bergh by telephone to Princeton, 
N. J., and that the flyer said he 
would arrive within three weeks. 

Secret development and success- 
ful testing of the new wing—con- 
structed on Lindbergh's orders— 
have been completed at Burbank, 
Cal., after nine months’ work. 
No description of the wing w 
given out, except that it will per- 
mit the landing wheets to be folded 
ir.to the wing. A 605-horsepowe 
motor will replace the present: 425- 
horsepower engine, it is under- 
stood.

EXERCISE OF COMMON 
SENSE. IN. EATING 


Danger of Under Nourishment 
Through Not Eating 
Enough Is Real. 


a, 


It has been said that the posses- 
sion of common sense is a neces- 
sary attribute to comfortable liv- 
ing, but if it is true, there are not 
many people who enjoy comfort- 


able living. 

Take, for instance, the matter of 
eating. When you come right down 
to it, there are few living crea- 
tures that use so little common 
sense about eating as do human 
beings. They eat too much, or they 
eat too little; they are given to any 
number of dieting fads; they delib- 
erately eat foods that they know 
will disagree with them, and then 
complain about it; they bolt food 
in a mad rush to get somewhere 
else and then wonder why they 
should have to suffer indigestion. 

Food Must Be Digested. 

The proper digestion of food de- 
pends on the proper functioning of 
the digestive apparatus. If this is 
tired from overwork or from the 
action of fatigue poisons set up 
from physical overwork, it can- 
not do its work as it should. Yet 
we send down three meals a day 
for it to take care of regardless of 
this fact. Animals know enough 
to refrain from eating when they 
are tired or excited, but the intel- 
ligent human animal forces him- 
self to eat even when he is not 
hungry. 

Not Eating Enough. 


This, however, brings up anoth- 


er factor. It is entirely possible to 
form the habit of not eating 
enough. Since the dieting fad 


struck the country, many people, 
especially young girls, have dieted 
so much that it has become a dif- 
ficult thing for them to eat enough 
to supply their nutritional require- 
ments. As a result, malnutrition 
and the diseases that follow in its 
wake are claiming an appallingly 
larger number of victims. 

It is not only those who have 
followed one or another of the di- 
eting fads ee feeling the ef- 
fects of undereating. Anxious 
mothers write in asking how to 
persuade their children that a cer- 
tain amount of food is a vital ne- 
cessity. Sometimes these same 
mothers are somewhat to blame for 
the condition by having made food 
too important a subject of conver- 
sation while these children were 
younger. 

Often there is a lack of appetite 
that modern living conditions fos- 
ter. There is a rush to get off to 
school or business 
and no time for an adequate break- 
fast; at noon shopping or a rush or 
business or the fear of adding a 
few pound of avoirdupdis necessi- 
tate a hurried lunch, and at night 
fatigue makes it impossible to eat 
a good dinner. 

As a result we have a condition 
of irritability, nervousness, lowered 
Tesistance and eventually loss of 
weight—factors that lead in time 
to the inevitable 
down.” 

Girls who are in business; and 
who are ambitious to carve out ca- 
reers for themselves should realize 
the importance of an adequate 
amount of food. Good health and 
efficiency depend on it, and em- 
ployers are quick to note the re- 
| sults that come from lack of it. 

There are, of course, other 
things to consider besides know- 
ing how much to eat. There is the 
question of what to eat, for in- 
stance. It is easy to get into a rut 
with food and the results are apt 
to be just as disastrous as a rut 
in any other phase of living. Good 
nutrition calls for reasonable 
amounts of food that will meet the 
needs of the body. All kinds of 
wholesome foods should be eaten, 
and one of the first good food hab- 
its a child or a grownup acquires 
should be a liking for a wide va- 
riety of foods. Finicky tastes and 
fussy a gaa are both to be 
avoided. 

People should school themselves 
never to eat when overtired or ex- 
cited, or when seriously upset by 
worry. Never deliberately or con- 
sciously overeat or eat foods that 
they knew will not agree with 
them, even though they may like 
them. Eat a wide variety of foods 
and eat enough and avoid food 
fads and promiscuous dieting as 
they would the plague. 

These are simple rules and easi- 
ly learned.

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POLISH ELECTION,

Germany Faces Its Serious 
Economic Plight With Courage

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Expenditures Exceeding a Billion Marks to

Country Turn to Revision of Treaties.

BERLIN, Nov. 17.—The specter 
of domination of Germany by the 
National Socialists (Hitler’s Fascist 
party) has been farily well dissi- 
pated. A great number of Reichs- 
tag seats won by that party came 
unexpectedly even for the party's 
own members. It is really too bad 
that the Government demanded 
such a long recess of the Reichs- 
tag’s sessions for preparing its ex- 
tensive program, which is com- 
posed of some 30 proposed laws. 
If the National] Socialist Deputies, 
who still are little acquainted with 
one another’s line of thought and 
tendencies, were compelled to ac- 
complish practical work, the nim- 
bus of glory that surrounds them 
in the eyes of many voters would 
quickly disappear. 

But even as it is, the Reichstag 
proceedings heretofore have dem- 
onstrated even to the eyes of for- 
eign observers that Bruening’s 
Government possesses @ safe ma- 
jority. Indeed, the majority for the 

oct} sition parties 
rejection of the oppo 
resolutions for a vote of lack of 
confidence and for acceptance of 
the debt amortization measure that 
was a condition precedent to re- 
ceipt of urgently needed foreign 
credits was unexpectedly _—e saat 
$2 and 88 votes—respectively. " 

The proceedings of the os soc 
tee on Foreign Affairs also met In 
no respect the hopes of the ore 
sition parties. Although the are 
ernment parties possess only a iit- 
tle more than half of the cotta 
of this committee, the proposals 0 
the radical parties were neverthe- 
less rejected. In their election cam- 
paign the National Socialists in par- 
ticular had triumphantly declared 
that the peace treaty would now be 
revised, that payments under the 
Young plan would be stopped and 
that Germany would be saved. 

Nothing of all this has come to 
pass. All resolutions calling for 
the nullification of the treaty of 
Versailles and of payments of trib- 
ute based thereon were rejected. In 
a plenary session of the Reichstag, 
the Government's position will be 
more strongly protected than was 
the case in committee meetings, 
since, in full session, the Deputies 
who were not represented in com- 
mittee meetings will vote for the 
Government. 

Attitude of the German People. 

This vote in the committee of the 
Reichstag must, however, in no 
manner lead foreign observers to 
draw false conclusions to the effect 
that the German people have be- 
come reconciled to the treaty of 
Versailles or that they regard the 
payments under the Young plan as 
bearable and capable of being ful- 
filled. ‘The German Government 
and the majority of the German 
people are now as before prepared 
to meet the obligations assumed 
under the Young plan in so far as 
this is possible. 

But they are united in feeling 
that a speedy revision of this agree- 
ment is urgently necessary. They 
are also united in the conviction 
that a revision of the treaty of 
Versailles must be brought about, 
although only through a: peaceful 
understanding; that it is necessary 
because the treaty represents a vio- 
lation of right and leads to conse- 
quences that are disastrous not 
only for conquered peoples, but 
also for victorious nations. Voices 
are being raised in constantly in- 
creasing numbers and with steadily 
increasing emphasis in the most in- 
fluential circles abroad declaring 
that such revision is necessary and 
unavoidable in the very near future. 
Throughout the course of history. 
justice advances with an unfaltering 
step. It is to be hoped that her 
demands will not be recognized too 
late. The. consequences for the 
whole world would then be unfore- 
seecable. 

The German people demand dis- 
armament. They have a right to 
it. This right is based for one 
thing on article eight of the Sta- 
tutes of the League of Nations, 
which acknowledge the basic prin- 
ciple that the maintenance of peace 
requires that all nations reduce 
their armaments to the extreme 
minimum. It is based also on part 
five of the Treaty of Versailles, 
which unconditionally joins the 
general disarmament of all nations 
with the limitation of the German 
army. Count Bernstorff, who en- 
joys the complete confidence of 
all leading parties in Germany, will 
again present this demand with the 
greatest emphasis at the prepara- 
tory disarmament conference at 
Geneva. The resolution passed by 
all Government parties which calls 
on the Government to support this 
demand with the utmost emphasis 
was adopted in committee by a 
great majority. 3 

The second item in Germany's 
desire would also conduce—if con- 
summated—to the welfare of all 
nations, is for a speedy reconsid- 
eration of obligations under the 
Young Plan. The _ conviction is 
steadily gaining ground that. the 
deplorable economic crisis now 
prevailing in almost all civilized 
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countries of the world is a result 
of the unhappy World War and of 


the treaties that followed it. Ever 
more decisively voices are being 
raised in non-German Jands to de- 
clare that a conference of experts 
must as soon as possible make the 
necessary investigations which 
would precede action. The German 
Government and parties behind it 
are thoroughly in accord with this 
view. They are, however, agreed 
that the Government is taking a 
proper course when it is devoted 
first of all to putting the German 
financial situation in order. 
The Budget Is Balanced. 

It must not be possible for any- 
body to reproach the German peo- 
Ple with the fact that they have 
not as a first step cleared up their 
own financial situation and in par- 
ticular balanced the national bud- 
get. The Government's plans de- 
mand heavy sacrifices from all 
classes of people. These involve a 
reduction of expenses generally, in- 
cluding those for cultural, hygienic 
and educational requfrements, a 
reduction of salaries such as has 
already been voluntarily put into 
effect by President von Hinden- 
burg and his Ministers and an im- 
position upon all classes of people 
of tax burdens to the extreme bear- 
able limit. All these things are 
provided for by the emergency de- 
crees of July 26, already in effect, 
and by the proposed measures that 
will be laid before the Reichstag. 

One spectre that has arisen not 
only in Germany, but in most oth- 
er countries—the terrible crisis of 
unemployment—is most obviously 
the result of war and is a striking 
proof that the attempts to heal 
national wounds have been ham- 
pered by grave mistakes. There are 
close to 4,000,000 unemployed in 
Germany. But what shall one say 
to the fact that even England with 
all its industries had at the end of 
August over 1,500,000 unemployed 
in addition to over 600,000 short- 
time workers? 

At the end of August 25 per cent 
of all persons in gainful pursuits 
were unemployed in the United 
States, according to the figures of 
the Department of Labor. In 
August of the preceding year the 
figure was but nine per cent. In 
Canada the number of unemployed 
rose from about 6000 in July, 1929, 
to over 18,000 in July, 1930. The 
International Labor Bureau ecsti- 
mates the number of unemployed 
throughout the world at 15,000,- 
000. This is a shocking figure, 
and it is to be hoped that its fear- 
ful import is clearly understood 
everywhere. 

There has been in effect in Ger- 
many since 1927 an unemployment 
insurance act under which all per- 
sons without employment receive a 
specified sum after unemployment 
has lasted 26 weeks. Funds are 
expected to be secured by contribu- 
tions from employers and employes 
but these are not sufficient with 
the present vast increase of unem- 
ployment. It is now’ generally 
acknowledged that the burden must 
be carried by the whole people. 


To Provide More Jobs. 

Hence the Reich grants continu- 
ing contributions to support those 
out of work. These will require 
not less than one billion marks un- 
der the coming budget. It. goes 
without saying that any sound poli- 
cy must be directed not so much 
toward healing existing wounds as 
in doing away with their causes. 
Hence the National Government 
has appropriated means for provid- 
ing employment on public works, 
the Federal Postoffice Department 
will expend three hundred million 
marks and the German railroad 
companies two hundred and fifty 
millions for such ends—buildings, 
laying of cables, constructing fur- 
ther railroad lines, etc. Large sums 
are to be provided for extensive set- 
tlements on land, for agricultural 
aid, for dykes, dams, etc.; and espe- 
cially for erecting dwellings for the 
less well-to-do part of the popula- 
tion. 

All this means tremendous bur- 
dens for the Reich. In connection 
therewith it must not be forgotten 
tliat as a result of the provisions 
of unemployment insurance which 
grafits help only for 39 weeks al- 
together, the requirements on mu- 
nicipalities for welfare work are in- 
creased vastly. Those unemployed 
who receive no further sums from 
this insurance must be taken care 
of by the welfare departments of 
cities. The result must obviously 
be a tremendous increase of muni- 
cipal burdens and a number of 
cities have already become bank- 
rupt. 

From business circles and econ- 
omists there have come various 
proposals for reducing unemploy- 
ment, which deserve to be care- 
fully considered. One proposal 
calls for a temporary cessation of 
the speeding up process in business 
and industry. The Prussian Gov- 
ernment, in agreement with the 
different national government 
parties, proposes a general short- 
ening of the working day. 

But strong misgivings against 
this are voiced from other quart- 
ers. Such shortening of the hours 
of labor, it is declared, could be 
regarded as beneficial only in such 
cases where a danger in er 
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dustrial crisis was attributed was 
not the fault of the United States. 

“The United States would gladly 
co-operate in solving world diffi- 
culties, but she is in a very diffi- 
cult position,” he said. “She is 
owed large sums of money and not 
unnaturally does not like receiving 
goods of people who owe that 
money. So America receives their 
gold instead.’’ 

Contending that Great Britain 
also could not be blamed for the 
depression, Sir Josiah said: ‘The 
fault, if it is a fault, lies with 
European countries although it is 
difficult to apportion the blame. 
The problem can be met only by 
resOlute co-operation but there are 
S80 many who are not ready to 
co-operate. 

“European countries deny the 
existence of any problem and so 
are not very helpful in settling it, 
but if we do not solve it all of 
Europe will go bankrupt.”

Clash Between Two Intoxi- 
cated Groups Both Cheer- 


ing Premier at Purszkow 


—5000 Arrests.

WARSAW, Poland, Nov. 17.— 


Marshal Pilsudski, fiery Polish 
leader, emerged victorious from 
yesterday’s parliamentary elections, 
his supporters capturing 247 out of 
444 seats, 

He thus is in control of the 
House in which he commanded 
only 118 vetes on dissolution last 
August, 

Large though his gains were, 
however, they did not give him the 
hoped for two-thirds majority of 
296 needed for purposes of amend- 
ing the constitution. Government 
circles were confident that there 
will be enough supporters in the 
other camps to make up the need- 
ed votes. 

On matters requiring more than 
an ordinary majority, it was said 
semi-officially, there will undoubt- 


edly be enough adherents in the 
other parties to insure constructive 
work. 

The official final results were 
given out this afternoon as fol- 
lows:

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Racial Minorities Suffer. 

The worst sufferers in the elec- 
tions were the racial minorities. At 
the dissolution of the Sejm they 
had 83 seats, namely 51 Ukrainians 
and white Russians, 13 Jews and 
19 Germans. They now have only 
35 among them, 

The opposition to Marshal Pil- 
sudski also was greatly weakened. 
This group previously was madé up 
of 216 Deputies, of which 40 were 
National Democrats, 13 Christian 
Democrats, 152 of parties now unit- 
ed as Centro-Radical, and 11 scat- 
tered. These groups now total only 
157, excluding five Communists. 

Sixty-one persons were injured 
in election disorders in Warsaw, 
and disturbances were reported 
from many localities throughout 
the republic. Five of the casualties 
represented serious injuries, four 
by revolver shots. The disorders 
principally were scuffles among 
Communists, government adherents 
and Laborites, Zionists and Ortho- 
dox Jews. 

Saloons were closed, even for 
beer sales, but at Purszkow, which 
is the only Polish city to boast pro- 
hibition, a considerable supply of 
contraband liquor was smuggled in. 
The upshot was a clash between 
two intoxicated groups of Pilsud- 


ski supporters. Shooting started 
with both sides shouting: “Long, 
live Marshal Pilsudski.” Six per- 
sons were taken to _ hospitals 
wounded. ’ ‘ 

Warsaw went for the Govern- 


ment, returning eight Government 
seats to three National Democrats, 
two for the Jews, and one for the 
Communists.

Thinks Chase's Plan Impractical.

OUR reprint of the article by Stuart 

Chase touches the problem of the 
present depression, but offers no prac- 
tical solution. 

At the present, production is controlled 
by the law of supply and demand, and 
never by capacity. Planned production 
aided by our mechanical facilities will 
call for a minimum of workers gainfully 
employed. The keen competition for a 
job will lower the wages and further re- 
duce consumer purchasing power, which 
in turn wil] necessitate curtailment of 
production. 

It seems to me that if the profits de- 
rived from industry, together with wages, 
were expended for coneumptive instead 
of productive goods, the nation would 
be able to buy back the commodities it 
produces and the evil would be remedied. 
However, it is far easier to abolish profits 
nltogether than to direct their disposi- 
tion by their owners, as the latter can- 
not and will not act collectively.

The Old-Time Saloon. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N a somewhat reminiscent article 


which recently appeared in the Chris- 
tian Herald, Senator Borah of Idaho re- 
calls a statement made by a reporter in 
the Chicago Tribune before the days of 
prohibition in which the statement was 
made that a three-month survey showed 
that 14.000 women and girls frequented 
every 24 hours the back rooms of the 
saloons in a small] downtown area of the 
wet, wicked and windy city. The writer 
declared that the group of saloons in 
question represented less than one-tenth 
of the saloons of the city. 

Perhaps it would not be fair to make 
the deduction that if there were 14,000 
women and girls in less than one-tenth 
of the saloons, there would be 140,000 
in all of them. 

But that the conditions over the entire 
city were appalling was knewn to all men 
acquainted with conditions in Chicago be- 
fore the advent of prohibition. This 
much is certain, that common drunken- 
ness has disappeared, not only from the 
streets of Chicago but from the streets 
of the villages and towns the whele na- 
tion over, and the Federal Census Bureau 
shows that there were more than twice 
the number of commitments for drunk- 
~nneas in proportion to population during 
the saloon days, H. P. FARIS.

It would be hard to find a parallel to this example 
of majority despotism in the historical records of 
despots. The people of Georgia are forbidden to 
make and sell any beverage with an alcoholic con- 
tent of any per cent; to make or have in their pos- 
session any beverage that faintly resembies an alco- 
holic beverage, no matter how innocuous the bever- 
age. If it has a similitude to whisky, wine or beer, 
the possessor is a criminal under the laws of Georgia. 

Augustus Caesar in the height of his power did not 
go beyond prohibiting excess in food and drink at 
the banquets of the rich. He did not dream of pro- 
hibiting the innocent indulgences of the people. The 
Puritans, with all their obsessions touching sins of 
sex, did not go beyond prohibiting public demonstra-

married or not. In that connection they did not pry 
into the home, and the offenses were misdemeanors. 

The Georgia law under this decision makes a scoff- 
law and a criminal! law-breaker of every citizen who 
makes or has in his possession any imitation of any 
alcoholic beverage. 


If 
this law were enforced in accordance with this de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals, we venture to say 
that all the vendors of soft drinks and at least two- 
thirds of the citizens of Georgia would be branded 
as criminals and sent to the chain gang. 

This example of Georgia under the prohibition 
frenzy is repeated to a greater or less extent in 
many states which adopted drastic anti-liquor laws 
after the adoption of prohibition. These laws put to 
shame any dictator or despot, or any primitive people 
not yet out of barbarism. The Georgia law reduces 
law to an absurdity. It would be food for laughter 
if it were not that so many men and women, guilt- 
less of any crime, are branded as criminals and thrust 
into penitentiaries to swell the number of actual 
criminals. 

In the effort to suppress and punish what are re- 
garded as sins by religious intolerants, great masses 
of good citizens are put outside the pale of law, and 
all law is brought into contempt. Under the despotic 
reign of prohibition, what crimes and cruelties are 
committed in the name of religion and law! We 
need not wonder at the reaction which is now taking 
place in the public mind; but there is good ground 
for wonder that it has been so long delayed.

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OVERWORKING A GOOD HORSE. 

The Postoffice Department does a multitude of im- 
portant public services, but in only one of its activi- 
ties, carrying first-class mail, is there a consistent 
profit. In 1928, for instance, when the department 
had a deficit of $33,872,000, letter mail showed a 
profit of $87,178,000. At the same time, special de- 
livery made infinitesimal earnings and postal sav- 
ings returned a profit of $550,000. All the other 
services—registry, insurance, C. O. D., money order, 
carrying of parcels, books, newspapers, circulars and 
catalogs—showed losses. By 1929 the total deficit 
had increased to $86,000,000, and it is estimated at 
$60,000,000 for 1930. 
_ Yet, when the postoffice casts about for a means 
of checking its losses, it proposes to put the work 
on its only good horse by increasing the letter rate 
from 2 to 2% cents. The increase will be requested 
in the forthcoming annual report of the department, 
it has been definitely announced. The business and 
private correspondence of the American people al- 
ready takes up a great part of the losses from other 
postal functions, but it is to be burdened with even 
more of the load by an increase from the rate to 
which the public has been accustomed, except for a 
war-time interval, since 1883. And this despite the 
lesson of past experience, for increased rates have 
always decreased the amount of matter mailed in the 
affected class. 
President Hoover in July, 1929, stated that the 
Postoffice Department must be operated ‘as a self- 
sustaining business institution.” It is in accordance 
with this policy that the rate increase is sought. 
There are many, however, who disagree with this 
view, who think the postoffice is too important a 
social agency to become first of all a self-sustaining 
concern. What othef Government department, they 
ask, is expected to pay its own way? An indication 
of what the 2%4-cent rate proposal will meet is indi- 
cated by the statement of Representative Kendall of 
Pennsylvania, ranking Republican member of the 
House Postoffice Committee, who says: “I am proud 
'of the deficit because it was created by giving the 
people of the United States the best postal service in 
the world.” 
There is much to be said for the view that the 
postoffice should be a paid servant and not a bread- 
winner, whether or not one can boast of pride in 
its deficits. It is doing useful pioneer work in air 
mail service, it is encouraging ocean shipping by 
mail subsidies, its various services add immensely to 
public convenience, 
Meanwhile, the Senate Committee’s inquiry into 
alleged overcharging and corruption in postoffice 
building leases is being pressed, and it is possible 
that a large rat hole will be found down which 
postal money is being poured. Reform in this line, 
together with a clean-up of the franking evil and

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A HUMANITARIAN GIFT. 

Now that Miss Frances McGann, Chicago nurse. 
has had her first night’s sleep outside the “breathing 
machine” in which she had spent two months, the 
Saving of another life may be definitely credited to 
this marvelous device. Placed in the Drinker respira- 
tor after infantile paralysis had left her unable to 
breathe, Miss McGann was kept alive by it when other 
known methods of inducing respiration would have 
failed. In connection with this demonstrated success 
of the device, it is of interest to note a conspicuous 
act of philanthropy which has just taken place in 
Philadelphia. The United Gas Improvement Co. and 
the Philadelphia Electric Co. have given 10 of these 
machines to hospitals in Philadelphia and its suburbs. 
The two utilities thus have made a fine contribution 
to human service by making the instruments, quite 
costly as yet, available to the public for the saving 
of lives which otherwise would have ebbed away 
while physicians stood about, hopeless and helpless.

Our urban 
industrialism is out of touch and 
out of sympathy with the nourish- 
ing earth, and as a result curious 
insanities are abroad in our litera- 
ture and in our lives; for there was 
more than a pretty sentiment in 
the old Antaean story. 

The 12 contributors are as fol- 
lows: Donald Davidson, John 
Gould Fletcher, Henry Blue Kline, 
Lyle H. Lanier, Andrew Nelson Ly- 
tle, Herman Clarence Nixon, Frank 
Lawrence Owsley, John Crowe Ran- 
som, Allen Tate, John Donald 
Wade, Robert Penn Warren and 
Stark Young.

of the costs of production does not 
exist. For every increase in costs 
will result in a reduction of con- 
sumption and as a consequence in 
an inerease of unemployment. 
Grave misgivings exist also against 
the proposal to introduce a gen- 
eral compulsory labor year on the 
plan of military service, which has 
been much debated in the last few 
years. And finally it is proposed 
to extend compulsory school at- 
tendance a year in order to keep a 
half million school children out of 
the competitive labor market. 

But the objection raised here 
points out not the inconsiderable 
extra expenditure that would be 
required for equipping more 
schoolrooms and for extra teach- 
ers but that the carrying out of 
such a plan would result in much 
real economic hardship, especially 
in the country where children who 
nave finished schooling are urgent- 
ly needed for farm work. 

The principle must be empha- 
sized that the combatting of unem- 
ployment should be carried out 
along economic lines. What must 
be aimed at is a lowering of costs 
of production, a lowering of prices 
and as a result an increase of pro- 
duction. of sales and of consump- 
tion. The support of the unem- 
ployed should come into considera- 
tion only as an emergency measure 
of aid. It is greatly to be desired, 
in the interest of world economy, 
that these problems shall be speed-

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Select Fuel by Testing 


INCE the World War we have 
5 learned the use of different 

kinds of coal and many house- 
holders, through experiment, have 
succeeded in finding just the coal 
to fit their furnace and consequent- 
ly are getting satisfactory results, 
but no definite rule can be given 
concerning the selection of fuel 
This will depend largely upon your 
furnace and the attention given to 
the fire. 

Economy and satisfaction are the 
points to be considered, and to at- 
tain these the best fuel is that 
which will require the least atten- 
tion in burning. The only way to 
decide this is by tests. 

Each individual householder 
must study fuels as to their burn- 
ing in his particular heater, Buy 
two or three kinds at one time and 
experiment wfth. these separately 
and in combination. Consider 
their burning qualities, whether 
they catch fire rapidly, how much 
ash they leave, whether the smaller 
size filters through the grate un- 
burned, the formation of clinkers 
that are so hard to remove, and 
whether it forms those crusts that 
interfere with the draft. 

One householder will have ex- 
cellent results from combining 
egg and pea coal, another will use 
nothing but chestnut, some get best 
results from mixing egg and buck- 
wheat and still others think noth- 
ing can equal a mixture of ege. 
pea and buckwheat; many will 
tell you that egg coal alone gives 
more heat. One man claims noth- 
ing can equal just pea coal for 
a firm fire bed that gives a maxi- 
mum of heat. These have all 
proved successful in the respective 
homes. 

While a good grade of hard coa! 
is generally considered preferable 
for furnace heating, many good 
housekeepers put their seal of ap- 
proval absolutely on coke. So 
deciding the fuel question is only 
a matter of actual trial.
